most an accident of being a member of 
the legislature. These representative* 
were of all classes, farmers, merchants, 
etc., aud their electidU did uot interfere 
With the prosecution of their respective 
businesses.

They 
were ou an imtirely different footiug 
from those in Eugiuud. 

Many people held-that it was improper 
for public men iu this country to be as¬ 
sociated with these companies. This, 
however, was a matter entirely of opin¬ 
ion, and of comment.
